AN ACT to indemnify Ellen Dugan for personal injuries received by her through the
negligence of the authorities and employees of the state, while she was lawfully
upon the property of the state.

SECTION 1. Appropriation. That there is hereby appropriated
out of any money in the state treasury not otherwise appropriated the
sum of one hundred seventy-five dollars ($175.00) for the payment
in full of damages sustained by Ellen Dugan arising from injuries
received and expenses incurred by her as a result of a fall upon an
icy sidewalk negligently maintained upon the property of the state
by its rta;uthorities and employees, while she was lawfully upon said
property.
